Queſtion. \ \ Hat is Paf/ve Obedience ? 


Anſwer. Paſſrve Obedience 1s an abſolute uncondi- 
tional reſignation of our Les, Laws, and Liberties 
to the H//l and Plealure of the Prince. 

Queſt. Is this Pave Dotrine always binding ? 

Anſ. No; this Paſſive Doctrine obliges in the ri- 


'gour, only when Whiggs and /1immers are like tr 


ſu ſuffer by it; but when the malignant efeds of it 
turn upon 2s, it loſes 1ts force and oblis gation. - 
9ze/lt. Pray, what may you Zhen do ? 

Anſ. We may then ſuſpend and withdraw our obe- 
aience, and not only vie a Forreigner to reſcue and 
deliver us, but 4/7 him with our prayers, purſes, and 
perſons. 

Queſt. You lay, you may ſuſpend your Allegiance 
to your Natural Prince ; ; pray therefore 1s 1t not uttei 
ly exzingufh' d infucha caſe; or does 1t ever rev/ve and 


recover 1ts former obligation ? 


Anſ. Yes it docs ; for when the danger of ruin from 
an arbitrary Prince ſeems to be b/o2 0 over, we ought 
to declare again for Hi, our oppoſition made againſt 
him being grounded upon his Power no leſs than his 
Wil 
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to deſtroy us; now the former of theſe being once re- 
moy'd, and the /azzer thereby diſarm'd , he again be- 
comes our lawful zrre///able Goyernour, with exclu- 
ſion of all others, though the obligations they have put 
upon us be never ſo great.- 

9we/ſl. But if a/lmen return'd to their allegiance as 
well as you, (which I ſuppoſe they. are equally oblig'd 
to do,) he would quickly recover that ſame power of 
deſtroying. Pray in that caſe what methods are you 
to take ? 

Anſw. You go upon a miſtake ; for we very well 
know that the Body of the people will never truſt him 
again, but to the uttermoſt of their power oppoſe his
